The Berlin corrcsjioiulcnt of tlie 
Times telegi-aphs to that journiil on 
Oct. 31: The whole Ru.s.sian press 
professes to regard the Berlin Treaty as 
practically extinct. Out of the many 
•which might be ailtluced, tlio Maxki Mir 
expresses iiself to this eii'ect: "It is 
ab.solutely impossible for us to leave 
any land soutli of the Balkans in 
Turkish hands. "\Vo have no reason to 
perpetuate the OrientalQaeBtiotx. We 
can have no wish tolcreate a situation 
•which must unavoidably result in a 
fresh sanguinary crisis. Europe's de- 
cision is unjust. There will be no peace 
while the Trans-Balkan land remains in 
Turkish hand.s. All Bulgaria must be 
formed into one re united Principality, 
and the more important portion of the 
Eastern Question settled once for all. 
We have the power to do so, and should 
use it in a way to finish the Turco- 
Slavish trouble forever. In point of 
fact, it is easy to effect this in the 
present state of international relatians." 
Iri'tho same spirit ; the St. Petersburg 
Vedomosti s.ays: . "The great struggle 
between England and Russia which has 
which has been coming on for centuries 
will occur in Afghanistan. A radical 
change in the history and position of 
one, of these two powers nmst be the 
result." Our dispatches received last 
night state that a positi re declaration 
of an intention to interfere in Afghan- 
istan has been made by Kiissia. It is 
claimed by that power (hat d'reat; Bri- 
tain has violated the Clarendon treaty 
by the occupation of Quettah. These 
threats, hovever, are mere "bounce." 
Russia cannot go to war without 
money. Her treasury is almost Ijank- 
rupt, and she spent last year 500,000,- 
000 more ^ than she received from al 1 
sources, including a war loan among 
her revenues. She is in no condition 
to go to war; threats are cheap, but 
they will not scare John Bull. 

The local PRE.Mit;ii has betimes play- 
ed some naughty political pranks ; and 
we have "not "failed, on occasion, to 
chide him for his naughtiness. It affords 
us no satisfaction to censure our public 
men. Wo had ratlicr crown thcni with 
the laurel ;i, thousand times than apply 
the scourge once to their shrinking 
backs. . It is pleasant to know that Jlr. 
Walkem has done at last sometliing 
which entitles him to public gi'atitude. 
Ho has firmly, bravely and manfully 
withstood a proposition urged upon him 
with persistency and adroitness to ap- 
point a delegate to represent the Gov- 
ernment at Ottawa We are told tluit 
Mr. Walkem took the ground that, with

MINORS AAJJ SALOONS. 

We would again remind the lioldors 
of saloon licenses that under .-i statute 
how in force in the Province, youths 
under IG years of age are not allowed 
to enter and remain on tlieir i;rcnii.sc.s. 
Tlie penalty prescrihed for an infrac- 
tion of the .statute is heavy — being §50 
for every oO'iyice, arid foi'ftjiture of tlio 
license upon a third jonvictioii. It is 
also forbidden a liceiiKcd saloon keeper, 
under a like penalty, to sell, give or 
cause to be given, any wines, spirits, 
beer, or other fermented liquor, to any 
person under si.xtcen year.s of age. 
And no person under that age is per- 
mitted to engage in any game of cards, 
billiards, bagatelle or any other game, 
in any barroom or saloon. The ]3enal- 
ty in every case is visited upon the 
holder of tlie license. AYe have felt it 
our duty on several occasions lo 
refer to this atiituto, beeauso it has 
come to our knowledge that its pro- 
visions are openly violated by some 
saloonkeepers. A majority of the 
licensed dealers do not need an act of 
j)arliament to instruct them that it is 
wrong to sell intoxicating drinks to 
minors; but there are others who re- 
quire to be frequently rerniiuled of tlie 
existence of the statute, and oven then 
obey it with reluctance. •

the vouchor was in the same condition as 
now, witli the exception of the seal on it; 
I did not pay it because it called for a 
hirgcr amount than has been paid before 
for similar .services; tlie vouclior was pres- 
ented hy Eden White; the envelope in 
whicli it was was closed with mucilage; 
don't know the nrriting on the envelope. 

Mr. Wliito (re-called) :— I should say 
the writing on tlio envelope is that of Mr. 
Beaumont. 

This closed the case for the Crown 
and Mr. jMcCroight prooneded to ad- 
dress tho jury and review the evidence, 
contending that tho voucher had boon 
handed to Mr. White, through Sir. 
Wilson, by Sir. Beaumont in its present 
state. The learned counsel also sub- 
mitted that ina.snuich as Mr. Beaumont 
addressed the envelope in whicli it was 
contained, he had probably placed tho 
voucher therein, and he must have noticed 
the alteration of tho figures from ^ to 
Silo. If ho did notice it and still present- 
ed it for payment ho was just as guilty as 
if ho had put tho figures thoro himself. It 
would be suggested that the alteration had 
been made for a lark, but if so why did 
counsel for the defence cill tho person who 
made that alteration? This, however, liad 
not bo<ju done and tho learned counsel 
wa.) therefure afraid only one construc- 
tion could be put on tho matter. 

C )uusol for tho dofeiiso then proceeded 
to call evidence na to character of prison- 
er. 

Alex. McLean deposed: I have known 
the prisoner fiU' tho last 12 years; 
have had business transactions with him 
during that time; do not think that he is 
a in:ui likelj' to eoimiiit the oll'enco with 
whicli he stands charged; ho has always 
acted ill an honorable and straightforward 
manner. 

Wni. Etson deposed that he had lived at 
Cowiclian for !• years and had known tho 
prisoner during that time; from his 
knowledge of hini did not believe he 
coidd bo guiltj' of couunitting tho crime 
which ho stands charged. 

Mr. Robertson, Q. C, then addressed 
the jury for the defense. Ho said that it 
had been a (picstion between him and his 
Iciu-ncd friend, Mr. A T. D. jMcElmen, 
who wa.s associated with liiiu in the case, 
whether it wi)ul(l not be better to ask his 
Lordship if any case had been nuulo out 
against tho delendant.

Tho learned counsel submitted that 
the Crown should h:ivo produced evidence 
to show that tlio figures on tho voucher 
corresponded with the figures usually 
made by Mr iieaumont.

The 
learned counsel then referred to the ex- 
treme improbability of thudefondant com- 
mitting the oll'enco for the sake of .^10, 
well knowing that if ho did ho exposed 
himself to imprisonment for life. Ho 
would ask the jury to take this improlia 
bility into consideration, as well as the 
cliara^or of tho defendant, feeling assur- 
ed that having done so thoy would return 
a verdict of "not guilty" without leaving 
the bo.x. 

The learned judge having smmmcd up 
the jur3' retirotl to consider their verdict 
and tlie Coiu't adjourned for an hour. 

After a short absence the jury returned 
to the Court room with a verdict of "Not 
guilty."

A. T. D. MoElmen, pleaded not guilty. 

A jury was then sworn in, Sir. C. F. 
I'eaven being chosen foreman. 

Mr. SIcCruight, who aiipeared for tho 
Crown, explained the clauses of .the Act 
under which the prisoner was indicted. 
He believed the evidence would show 
tiiat the little girl know nothing of the 
wrongful character of the act and that 
the prisoner took advantage of the child's 
liresenco to i)erpetrato the deed upon her. 
At the time of tho alleged oflence screams 
wore heard in the neighborhuod, and sub- 
sequently tho child made complaints to 
her mother. 'The prisoner was indicted 
on two counts, one for actually commit- 
ting the offence^ the other for attempt- 
ing to do so. 

Ciiristina Williams, mother of tho girl, 
testified to the child complaining to her 
concerning the ofl'ence and that in conse- 
quence thereof she took her to Dr. 
Jackson. 

The witness was cross-oxaniined by Sir. 
SIcElmen as to the date of the alleged 
offence. 

The furoman of tho jury remarked that 
the witness aiqioared to bo reluctant to 
answer (|uostioiis fairly and openly. 

His Honor then proceeded to question 
the witness, but the evidence is unfit for j 
publication. 

Ellen Williams, the coiilplainant, an in- 
telligent child, testified to the prisoner 
C(niimitting the otrenco at his house on a 
Saturday in Juno, but she appeared to 
have some dilliculty in fixing the date. 
She was examined at great length, her 
evidence occu|iying the attention of the 
Court for over two hours. I 

William J'lLckson deposed that he had i 
made a medical examination of tho child j 
and found that she was suH'ering from ! 
the ellects of violence. " \ 

Eliza Slorrison, ste]) sister of the | 
child's mother, deposed that tho child 
hail complained to her of tho alleged of- 
fence on the d.ay of Smallbone's arrest. 
Had nut seen tho child to speak to for a 
fortnight previous. 

The evidence being ivll in at 9 o'clock 
ihe learned Judge proceeded to sum up, 
and the jury, after an absence of forty 
minulea, returned a verdict of "guilty" 
on the second count, and recommended 
the accused to inercy. 

The Court then adjourned till Saturday 
iitlO a. m.

There were about 500 .studeni ■ in 
Slaynooth College when the lire broke 
out. The damage is about J10,000. 
The library and all the books v,-ero 
saved, as also the altar pictures and the 
most valuable paintings. Tlio College 
is an immense building, and was estab- 
lished during the ministry of Pitt, in 
1795, by the Irish Parliament, owing 
to the llevolution in France having 
destroyed all the educational places in 
France where the Iri.sli were eilucated. 
The original endowment was .CS,028. 
In the year 184G Sir Itobert Pe(l 
granted a final endowiiient of .!.'2(i,000 
yearly, with Ji30,000 for building pur- 
poses, and out of this sum the building 
which was destroyed was erected. Tho 
building was a plain qnadrauglo, and 
was of Gothic Ktyle. Tho College! bus 
some lands bestowed upon it by Lord 
Dunboyne, once Catholic Jji.slio]) of 
Cork, but who joined tho Protestant 
religion, and subsequently came back 
to the Catholic Church, in which ho 
died, leaving his estates to the College. 

A great Liberal gathering took place 
at Bliyl on tho 1st inst.

He con- 
trasted the position of the country now 
with what it was when the late Govenv 
luent loft office, and said that "Peace 
with hotior" really meant depressed 
trade 'arid wcommerce,' broken treaties, 
mystery, • breaches of law, and the 
usurpation of the privileges of the 
Crown. ' , . , . ' 

On the 1st. inst.' a,detorminqd .mur- 
der was committe'd in tlie streets of 
Liverpool. Police sergeant Sewell had 
just come on duty, aiul was coming out 
of Arthur street into Liverpool road 
when he met a man, ti stranger, whom 
he .stopped and seemed to be question- 
ing about something, when tho stranger 
was heard to say that he had come 
from Liverpool, had been \v;ilking 
about the streets till night, and was 
going to return to Liverpool. 'The 
sergeant then seized hold of him, with 
the apparent intention of searching 
him, when the man took a pistol from 
his breastpocket and discharged it full 
in the face of tho oflicer, who instantly 
throw up his arms and cried, "I am 
shot; stop him!" and then fell to the 
ground and died. iSome of the ini'ii 
who were standing .about did altci]j|it 
to follow the assassin, but ho presenteil 
the pistol at thein and threatened to 
serve tliem the same if they attempted 
to touch liimi. He then ' made good 
his escape down Slill Place and along 
Canal bank, and into Bold street, 
■where all trace of liiin was lost. 



Tlio Q-roatost Oathodral in America. 



Twenty years have elajised since the 
foundation of this grand structure was 
laid (tlie precise date being August 
15th, 1858), and last Tuesday night it 
was opened to the public. Tlio fair 
which marks this occasion is tho grand- 
est ever witnessed in America, and will 
call forth the liberality of an immense 
community which looks liopefulIy,to its 
completion. Among the l.-ulies com- 
mittee engaged in this service is Sirs. 
Bell (nee Bennett), who is connected 
with St. Stephen's, which is tho most 
fashionable Roman Catholic Chnrcii in 
the city. Her father was one of the 
original contributors to tho citliedral, 
his subscription, §1,000, has probably 
been increased twenty-fold since then 
by the family. It is expeeted that 
.'j56,000 will be eventually realized out 
of the Bennett'.s. Tho cost of the 
building thus far is 82,000,000, and 
probably another million will be re- 
quired to finish the work and meet ex- 
isting obligations. 

Bishop Hughes died January 3, 1853, 
si.x years after the foundation had been 
laid. He was then 67, and held the 
Episcopal office 22 years. His .succes- 
f?or, the present Cardinal, was made 
Bishop of Albany 30 years ago, but 
previously served Hughes as coailjutor. 
The small size and inferiorsurroundiiigs 
of the old cathedral had long been an 
annoyance to Bishop .Hughes, but when 
ho laid tho foundation of tho new ca- 
thedral hchad nohope ofscoiiigit linisli- 
ed. Its diincnsions are as follows: 
Length, 391 feet, and breadth at tran- 
septs, 174 feet. The extent of its area 
is an acre and one-fifth, being a little 
less than that of Notre Dame. It is 
said that at its opening 20,000 persons 
were present. The fair will continue 
until after the liolidays, and will afi'ord 
employment to a great iiuinljor of tal- 
ented ladies who serve at the tables and 
in other places of duty. — JS'eio York
